Avoid poisonous snake 
bites by being on the look¬ 
out for rattlers but at the 
same time be careful not to 
kill harmless reptiles which 
are beneficial In keeping 
down the wild rodent popu,- 
lation, warns County Health 
Officer 0r. Gerald A. Heid- 
breder. 

The rattlesnake is the 
only dangerous snake in 
Southern California and ca.n 
be recognized by either a 
button or rattles on the tail, 
the Health Officer points 
out. Harmless snakes have 
tapered tails that come to a 
fine point similar in shape 
to a rat tail. 

Anyone who finds himself 
In an area where new de¬ 
velopments are being con¬ 
structed in the mountainoius 
or hilly areas of Los An¬ 
geles County should be par¬ 
ticularly cautious since 
snakes have lived in those 
sections lor many centuries. 

Advice on how to “snake- 
proof” human habitation 
areas may be obtained by 
contacting the Health De¬ 
partment’s Entomologist at 
625-3212, Ext. 325. 

The Health Officer ad¬ 
vised that rattlers will hunt 
for food day or night as 
long as the temperature is 
moderate. When the su.n' is 
too hot or the nights chilly, 
snakes will seek shelter un¬ 
der shrubs, logs, rocks or 
any other place that offers 
protection. 

If a person is bitten by a 
rattlesnake, it is essential to 
obtain medical attention as 
quickly as possible. First aid 
measures recommended 
while waiting lor a doctor, 
ambulance, or prior to 
transporting the victim to a 
medical facility for treat¬ 
ment are: ( 1 ) immobilize 
the bitten part; ( 2 ) keep the 
patient quiet; and (3) do 
not let the victim walk or 
run. Under no circumstanc¬ 
es should the patient be 
given, any alcoholic stimu¬ 
lant (not even whiskey, a 
common folklore). Intoxicat¬

OUR RIGHT TO VO'TE ON 
SCHOOL TAX OVERRIDES 
HAS BEEN TAKEN AWAY 
FROM US! 

When? August, 1967. 
How? By a very quietly and 
unpublicized clause insert¬ 
ed into the 48 page school 
finance bill AB272, present¬ 
ed at the last rush of the 
Legislature. What does this 
mean.? In the clause, the 
maximlm school tax rate 
prescribed by law has been 
eliminated. The people will 
.no longer be able to vote 
on school tax overrides be¬ 
cause the school boards will 
have complete control of 
setting the school tax rate 
on your .property! Is this a 
law now? Yes: Will we be 
able to vote on it? No! 
When will it become effec¬ 
tive? July 1, 1971. What 

coujd be the results if this 
law is not repealed? Come 
July 1, 1971, we can expect 
a huge property tax in¬ 
crease. Thusands of people 
will lose their homes and 
hundreds of business run 
out of California because of 
the increased school tax 
burden on the already over 
burdened taxpayer! 

I and many others feel 
that school board are too 
easily m a n I p ,u lated by 


school administrators and 
so should not have the 

power to set the school tax 
rate on our property with 
no control whatsoever by 

the voter! 

Has any action b e e ,n 
taken by the Legislature on 
this matter? Yes. A bill was 
introduced last year to re¬ 
peal this caluse. The Senate 
■passed it but the Assembly 
killed it. ’This year Senate 
bill 35 has been introduced

same thing. Once again the 
Senate has passed it. It is 
being held in Assembly 
committee for more public 
support. It will come up for 
hearing June 2, 1969. Public 
pressure is the only thing 
that will give lus back our 
right to vote on school tax 
overrides!

POSSIBLE 


A strike against Los An¬ 
geles area supermarkets by 
Retail Oerks Union Local 
770, hung like the prover¬ 
bial sword over the industry 
and consumer alike, sus¬ 
pended only by the thin 
thread' of Federal Mediation 
efforts. 

Both the Food Employers 
Council, represented by its 
President, Robert K. Fox, 
and Local 770, which voted 
to strike Wednesday, agreed 
to meet jointly with Federal 
Mediators Monday morning 
to stave the threat off. 

An agreement, however, 
according to Fox, was as 
distant as ever. 

What separated both fac¬ 
tions, he said, was a union 
demand package which 
might cost Southern Califor¬ 
nia consumers $2.5 million a 
year more in .higher food 
prices If Local '770 has its 
way, clerks who are now 
making almost $9500 a year 
in wages and fringe bene¬ 
fits would get almost $2000 
more. 

Eight of nine Southern 
California clerks unions 
which have accepted and 
ratified a contract with em¬ 
ployers and termed it “sub¬ 
stantial,” were all at work 
In markets from San Luis 
Obispo down to the Mexican 
border. 

Only metropolitan Los An¬ 
geles was threatened, but 
the threat was serioius be¬ 
cause of the numbers of 
people involved and because 
any additional concessions 
to the union would have an 
intpact an the other nine 
counties. 

Loral 770 has some 16,000 
members, about a third of 
all thfe clerks in Southern 
California. About a third of 
all the 10 million consum¬ 
ers in, the nine counties al¬ 
so reside in the greater Las 
Angeles area. 

Food availability to these 
millions is not in question. 

Fox said. 

The stores will remain op¬ 
en with supervisory heip 
and with help recruited 
from among homemakers 
determined to keep food 
supplies flowing to their 
families, from church mem¬ 
bers who have volunteered 
their services and others 
willing to work in, the event 
of a strike. 

Some markets, said the 
PCC chief, have as much as 
7 iper cent of .necessary re¬ 
placements recruited and 
trained for clerks’ jobs. 

“There will be some tran¬ 
sitional hardship and in¬ 
convenience, of course,” said 
Pox, “but the consumer will 
be served, as always.” 

The d'ecision to strike is 
UiP to one man, the man¬ 
ager of Local 770. Joseph T. 
DeSilva. It was teSilva 
who requested and was giv¬ 
en a strike authorization in 
two mass meetings of 770 
members last Wednesday. 

The fact that le.ss than a 
third of the membership at¬ 
tended, and that even then 
the vote was not .unanimous 
by far, did not alter the 
power over the consumer 
and market alike which the 
action placed In the hands 
of one man. 

What makes it more dif¬ 
ficult for the supermarkets 
and their patrons is that De 
Silva needs no further ap¬ 
proval from anyone to call 
a strike at will. 

In a way, it’s like a “hot 
button” in an, atomic war. 

A whim of the Local 770 
manager could set off a 
chain reaction like the 
strike in 1959, when the 
clerks were out for 28 days, 
also on DeSilva’s responsi¬ 
bility. 

Money alone is not the 
problem, .negotiation observ¬ 
ers reported. ’There is also 
a questioji of power for De 
Silva. 

He was snubbed by six 
clerks’ unions after an abor¬ 
tive attempt to seize control 
over the clerks’ Internation- 
a union last year. The six 
negotiated with the super¬ 
markets on their own and 
signed a contract before ex¬ 
piration of the old one, April 
first.

In the growing protest against our present tax laws, 
a good many fingers are pointed at religious groups 
and their exemption from many leives. 

It is argued, for instance, that churches derive con¬ 
siderable income from business projects far removed 
from the realm of theology, and in direct competition 
with heavily taxed non-church enterpreneurs. It isn’t 
fair, the compalaint goes, and the churches shouldn’t 
do it. 

Why shouldn’t they? The law says they can. Law 
created by the same representatives of the people who 
decided how much of us must pungle up in tribute from 
our incomes. 

Exploitation of this holy loophole is being carried 
probably to its ridiculous extreme in that burgeoning 
new religious sect centered in Modesto. Almost anyone 
can become a minister, and any three people can incor¬ 
porate and gain property tax exemption by designating 
their homes as a church. Under the law, so it seems. 

It’s almost as if lawmakers have created an eleventh 
commandment for a segment of the population: ‘"Thou 
Shalt not pay taxes.” 

It is quite possible that some of the exemptions now 
permitted authentic religious organizations need revi¬ 
sion, in all fairness to the body of taxpayers.
